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REMARKS 

Attorney for applicant appreciates the Examiner pointing out the error made in the claim 
numbering, namely, two claims that were numbered 14. Applicant has corrected the error. 

As previously stated in the last amendment, support for newly added claim 13 can be 
found in the specification at page 4, lines 25-33. Support for newly added claims 14 and 15 can 
be found in the specification at page 5, lines 4-6. Support for newly added claim 1 6 can be 
found in the original claim 1. Claim 16 uses "consisting of language. 

The following was previously submitted in the last amendment: 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Spencer et al. 
U.S. Patent No. 5,633,419 ("Spencer") for the reasons set forth in item 3 of the Office Action 
mailed 3/22/04. Claims 1-3 and 5-7 re rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Marchand et al. U.S. Patent No. 4,910,272 ("Marchand") for the reasons set forth in item 3 of the 
Office Action mailed 3/22/04. The applicant respectfully traverses these rejections. 

The applicant has enclosed a declaration from Dr, Dickner which shows that the claimed 
catalyst system was supported on two different types of granular silica grades with a medium 
particle diameter of 55 and 25 microns respectively. In subsequent polymerization tests the 
supported catalyst 2A and 2B lead to totally different polymers compared to the original catalyst 
1. The supported catalysts lead to significantly higher bulk densities and bigger particles. 

This is in contrast to examples in Spencer where granular supported catalysts yielded 
lower bulk density polymers (table 2) of the declaration. It is also in contrast to examples of 
Marchand where supported catalysts yielded lower bulk density polymers than unsupported 
catalysts (table 3) of the declaration. For the above reasons, these rejections should be 
withdrawn. 
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In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is believed 
to be in immediate condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested 
to pass this application to issue,
